Bismarck’'s Tricks. 
Baurmore, Feb. 
Washington special says: It looks 
now very much as if the Samoa con- 
ference at Berlin would not be held by 
representatives of the present Admin- 
istration. Count Arco Valley, the 
German Minister, called upon Secre- 
tary Bayard yesterday and informed 
him that the latter’s answer to Bis 
marck’s proposal for a conference had 
been sent to Berlin by mail. It will 
reach Berlin about the 20th inst. The 
Berlin Foreign Office will — 
take several days to consider Bayard’s 
suvgestion, and the answer, if sent by 
mail, will hardly reach this country 
before the beginning of Harrison's 
regime. There seems to be no good 
reason why the correspondence should 
not have been conducted by tel ph, 
The assumption is that Biamarck' re- 
sort to the mail is simply a trick to 
gain time to punish the Samoans be- 
fore the negotiations at Berlin begin. 
In well informed circles here there is 
a suspicion that Germany has already 
sent reinforcements to Samoa to re- 
venge the killing of a number of men 
in the recent fight with Mataafa, and 
it is not at all unlikely that we will 
ultimately hear of another bloody hat- 
tle. Bayard, however, has made a 
most vigorous protest against such a 
course, and has hinted that it would 
be scarcely worth while to hold a con- 
ference, unless Germany gives practical 
evidence of a sincere desire to ote 
the restoration of peace in the islands 
by foregoing her desire for vengeance.
